NEW OBLEAHB, March 30.—The Times- 


Democrat's Troy Landing special savs a boat 
went down on Catahonta lake with 106 head 
of cattle. The water continues to rise at the 
rate of 3>£ inches per day, and the hills of 
Catahonta parish are covered with destitute 
people.
